WATERWAY TOPICS. 
on Domestic Shipbuilding 
and Ship Canals. 
CLEVELAND (O.,) Sept. 26.—The 
Committee on Nominations presented 
recommendations at the opening of the 
morning session of the deep waterways 
convention for the re-election of old 
officers and the election of seventeen 
members of the executive board. The 
report was ‘adopted. The members of 
the new board will determine by lot 
what shall be the terms of members, six 
of whom shall serve one year, six two 
years and six three years. The eight- 
| eenth member will be chosen by other 
members of the committee. 
The first paper of the day was on 
“Domestic Ship-building,” by Prof, 
George Tunnell of Chicago University, 
who took the position that American 
shipping will be revived when ships 
can be built in America as cheaply as 
in foreign lands. : 
Alex R. Smith of New York dis- 
agreed with Prof. Tunnel as to the de- 
cline of American shipping. He as- 
. scribed the prosperity of foreign ship- 
ping to subsidies. Chauncey N. Dut- 
ton of Washington, Gustave Linden- 
thall of New Tork, Prof. Lewis M. 
Haupt of Philadelphia, John A. C. 
Wright of Rochester and others dis- 
cussed various routes and plans pro-

DIED TOGETHER. 


Joseph Reinische and Delia Bolin 
Kill Themselves at St. Louis. 


ST. UIS, Sept. 26.— Early today 
Robert Schmidt discovered the dead 
bodies of Joseph Reinische and Delia 
Bolin, near the Lindell Railway en- 
trance to Tower Grove Park. Each had 
been shot in the temple. About 2 
o'clock a lady Hving in the vicinity 
heard two pistol shots, but did not know 
who fired them. ͤ 

Investigation disclosed a note writ- 
ten by the girl in a small memorandum 
book as follows: “Good-by all. I used 
it for myself and he used it for him- 
self.“ Near the bodies was a revolver 
with two cartridges, exploded. Letters 
found in the pockets of Reinische, who 
is a pressman, show that he was about 
to leave St. Louis to look for work, and 
did not expect to return for two years. 
They were lovers and concluded death 
was preferable to separation. Some 
time ago Reinische was compelled to 
marry a young woman. He never lived. 
with her, however. He had been keep- 
ing company with Miss Bolin in oppo- 
sition to her parents. Miss Bolin was 
the daughter of Joseph Bolin, organist 

and musical instructor of St. John’s 
828 Church, and was but 16 years 
of age.

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 
CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—At today’s ses- 
sion of the Irish convention, O'Neill 
Ryan of St. Louis, chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, read the fol- 
lowing Declaration of Principles:” 
“The people of Ireland are a sovereign 
people. Ireland is by nature separate 
from every other country. Liberty is 
the birthright of ther people. Ireland 
was known throughout Kurope as a 
nation long before the dawn of Chris- 
tianity, was the home of civilization 
when England was still barbarous. 
England's claims to the authority of 
Ireland originated in force, and have 
been maintained by corruption and co- 
ercion. They have never ripened into 
| the right torule. The title by conquest 
has never been perfected, inasmuch as 
the Irish peeple have continuously, by 
the constitutional agitation of revolu- 
tionary movements, resisted England’s 
power and endeayored to destroy h: 
unlawful supremacy. | 
„Ireland has been deprived of almost 
every civil right which the American 
people most dearly cherish. Unexam- 
pled cruelty and brutal vindictiveness 
have been the distinguishing features 
of English rule in HMeland. England 
has destroyed Ireland’s industries and 
ruined her commerce; she has placed 
upon her statute book laws pera it 
a crime to educate an Irish child, She 
has burned Ireland’s Schvo:nouses and 
destroyed her ‘chirches. She has 
driven into exile or left to perish in her 
dungeons thousands of men whose only 
‘crime was love of Ireland. Every 
measure for the last century looking 
toward legislative independence of the 
Irish people has either suffered defeat 
in the Commons, or has been arbitrar- 
ily rejected by the Lords. 5

who shall hold office for two years, or 
until their successors are elected and 
duly qualified. The president and treas- 
urer shall be ex-officio members of the 
executive council, and where a tie may 
occur the president shall have the priv- 
lege of casting a vote. A two-thirds 
vote of the executive council shall be 
necessary to override any motion or act 
of the president of the Irish National 
Alliance. The secretary shall be ap- 
pointed by the president; all other offi- 
cers shall be elected by the organiza- 
tion in regular convention. The presi- 
dent, vice-president and one member 
of the executive council, such member 
to be selected by the executive council, 
shall be trustees of the funds of the 
organization. State organizations shall 


be modeled on the national organiza- 


tion. Authority to organize must come 
from the national executive council, and 
3 authority to organize shall be 
“The initiation fee shall be $1, and the 
dues 50 cents a quarter, payable in ad- 
vance. Each 1 subdivision of the 
Irish National Alliance shall be known 
As a council, and be designated by 
number of charter furnished by the na- 
tional executive council, on payment of 
their pro rata as called for in the con- 
vention, Each council shall transmit 


quarterly to the national treasurer 75 


per cent. of all moneys received after 
the legitimate expenses are paid. Le- 
gitimate.expenses of councils shall con- 
sist of hall rent and stationery.” 

The celerity and unanimity in which 
this plan. of campaign was caught up 
by the delegates and stamped with a 
hearty vote of approval, was a revela- 
tion. Delegate Fitzmaurice wanted the 
convention to go further and provide 
for the establishment of an Irish re- 
public by the election of a president, 
vice-president and parliament, all of 
which would constitute the government 
of the republic, and would selcet such 
temporary location as circumstances 
might dictate, but he barely received 
respectful attention, and Chairman 


Finerty disposed of his suggestion 


with the remark that the only piace for 
the establishment of a government for 
Ireland was on Irish soil.

Distinct from the- Deelaration of 
Principles,“ Chairman Ryan also sub- 
mitted on behalf of the Resolutions 
Committee, three separate resolutions 
as follows: ‘ 

„Resolved, we earnestly protest 
against the continued incarceration in 


we consider it inhuman and against the 
policy of a civilized. nation to keep in 
prison men who have acted only in the 
interests of their country and human 
-liberty, and that the release of these 
men is imperatively demanded, not only 
by the Irish people, but by civilization.” 

‘Resolved, that this convention ex- 
presses the hope that the people of 
Cuba who are struggling for political 
independence and ‘the establishment of 
a republic, will be successful, and we 
extend to them our heartfelt sym- 
pathy.” 

“Resolved, that this convention, rec- 
ognizing the importance to the Irish na- 
tion of preserving the language, litera- 
ture and music of the people, commends 
the work now being done by the Gaelic 
societies of this country, and earnestly 
trusts that our people will give them 
hearty co-operation and generous sup- 

The Declaration of Principles” cre- 
ated decided enthusiasm and was unan- 
imously adopted by the convention as 
submitted by the committee. ‘The three 
resolutions were each read separately 
and were warmly indorsed by the con- 
vention in similar manner. Then the 
following was submitted and met with 
instant approval at the hands of the 
convention: 

“Resolved, that this convention rec- 
ommends the formation of military 
companies wherever practicable, in or- 
der to foster and preserve the military 
spirit of the Irish race and to be pre- 
pared for action in the hour of En-

An Excess of Receipts Over Expendi- 
for September. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. — For the 
second time in the last two months, the 
forthcoming monthly statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of the gov- 
ernment for September will show an 
excess of receipts over expenditures. 
This surplus, which has now reached 


about $2,000,000 by the end of the month, 
by which time the receipts are ¢x- 
petted to reach $26,250,000, and the dis- 
bursements $24,250,000. The only other 
exception to the deficit rule during the 
year was during June last, when the 
receipts exceeded the expenditures by 
nearly $4,000,000 3 
The October figures, however, are e. 
pected to show a deficit of about $5,000,- 
000; as during that month the pension 
and interest payments alone, will ap- 
proximate $17,000,000.. The receipts on 
account of customs have shown a grat 


fying increase of late, as nave those 


from internal revenue sources, althougn 
in a less degree. For the month of 
March last the customs receipts 
amounted to nearly $15,000,000; internal 
revenue, $9,855,000. For April, the cus 
toms receipts were about $12,453,000, and 
the internal revenue $10,645,000; for May,

WASHINGTON, Sept, .26—The De- 
partment of State is in receipt of a re- 


port on the trade of China for 1894, pre- 


pared by the Secretary ot the British 
Legation at Peking. The most remark- 
Able feature of this trade for the year 
is found in the facts that, notwith- 
standing the Japanese war and many 
other untoward elroumstances, good re- 
sults were obtained and a’ promising 
revival of commercial prosperity has 
set in. Both exports and imports show 
an,advance and the customs revenue 
was increased by every division of 
trade with the one exception, shat 94 of. 
get eipts “from the 


In tor this condition 
author of the report says the ports 
were blockaded ae the war and 
the usual calamities of war. were al- 
most wholly absent. He therefore con- 
cludes that the revival was due to the 
“inherent staunchhess of the 
Former stocks of imports had been ab- 
sorbed and prices were on the whole 
s moderate and safe as to encourage 
orders. “Fluctuations in the value of 
silver,“ said the report, 
curring, were less ‘violent, and, while 
exposing the importer to less risk, also 
afforded more confidence to the export- 
ers. This is well illustrated by the re- 
sults of a year’s operations, almost 
every export having done well. We 
may conclude that the revival which, 
under changed conditions we expect to 
| eontinue, is the natural result of the 
range of values having reached a sound 
and safe basis and of moderate:s es 
ness in. exchange, which has reac 
low standard.” 

The report quotes 3 of opin- 
ions from various British representa- 
tives throughout the Chinese empire. 
The Consul-Generalat Shanghai touches 
upon the silver question in the quota- 
tion - attributed to him. He says that 
“stability in the value of silver is the 
one desideratum of the foreign mer- 
chant in the far East, and it is pointed 
out that fluctuations in it must really 
affect the well-being ot the entire opu- 
lation of the United Kingdom. Under 

the influence of cheap Silver the vol- 
ume of exports continues. to expand, 
and the European consumer reaps the 
benefit of their cheapness in gold prices. 
The fall in silver and low freights have 
combined to enable the majority of the 
staple exports of China to be laid down 
in Europe at about half the cost at 
which they could be sold years 

For the increase ot foreign trade m 
China the report recommends the sub- 
stitution of show ‘yards for the costly 
circulars now sent there. The: report 
takes the position.that the opening of 
the ports of Suchow and H 
the Japanese treaty will have very lit- 
tle influence on the volume and value 
of foreign trade on account of the ab- 
sence of banking and salpping facilities 
at those places.

THROUGH CATTLE. 
Exciting Experience of the Atlantic 
‘Express at West Berkeley. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
‘BERKELEY, Sept. 26.—The Atlantic 
Express leaving San Francisco last 
night over the Central Pacific had a 
narrow escape from derailment at 
West Berkeley. The train, which-w 
a heavy one, with three crowded Pull- 
man cars, two coaches, a smoking-car 


and a baggage and mail and express 


car, ‘left the Oakland pier on time. 
Sixteenth street was reached and then 
Engineer Abbott pulled his throttle 


wide open for the fast run to Port 


Costa. By the time the train had 


reached Shell Mound Park it was run- 


ning at the rate of forty miles an hour. 
The speed of the train had increased to 
fifty miles an hour when West Berkeley 
was reached. 

When within two hundred feet of the 
First-street crossing of West Berkeley, 
Engineer Abbott saw ahead of him a 
drove of cattle crossing the track. To 


all appearances there were about thirty | 


animals in front of the rapidly-advanc- 
ing, train. The fireman yelled to Ab- 
bott ‘to jump, and was in the act of 
doing so himself, when the engineer 
grabbed him by the shirt collar, pulled 
him over to the other side of the en- 
gine and opened the throttle as wide as 
he could. The next instant the engine 
was among the cattle. Five of the ani- 
mais were hurled in the air and cut to 
chunks. Pieces of steer were thrown 
one hundred feet from the track. There 
was a rain of blood and flesh on each 
side of the track. 

The great speed at which the train 
was running saved it from derailment 
and wreck and much loss of life. The 
alarm whistle of Engineer Abbott just 
before striking the cattle made Conduc- 
tor Moore anxious. Many of the passen- 
gers were alarmed and the conductor 
had all he could do to quiet their fears. 
So fast was the train running when it 
struck the cattle that it rolled 1500 feet 
before coming to a stop. Luckily there 
was no injury to the machinery of the 
engine. The cow-catcher, the front of 
the boiler and the glass front of the 
headlight were besmeared with blood 
and fragments of flesh. So bespecked 
with blood was the glass front of the 
headlight that a red glare was thrown 
in front of the train. 


FOMENTING TROUBLE. 


The British and German Consuls at 
Apia Entertain Tamasese. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


APIA (Samoa,) Sept. 11.—(Wired 
from San Francisco, Sept. 26.) There 
has been much unfavorable comment 
here lately in regard to the actions of 
Acting British Consul Woodford and 
the German Consul. The British Con- 
sul made a visit to the headquarters of 
the rebel party under Tamasese and he 
induced Tamasese to visit Apia, where 
he entertained him at the consulate and 
drove him about town in his own car- 
riage, finally taking him to the German 
consulate where King Malietoa had 
been brought some time before. The 
significance of this action lies in the at- 
titude which has all along been held by 
Tamasese, who is the son of the for- 
mer German puppet King of that name. 
The present Tamasese recently defied 
the authority of the warships here rep- 
resenting the United States, Great Bri- 
tain and Germany, and he is at present 
sheltering prisoners under sentence by 
the Supreme Court who succeeded in 
making their escape. 

The Samoan Herald, a paper pub- 
lished by an Englishman, in comment- 
ng upon this incident condemns the 
British Consul severely and says that 
the residents of Samoa have seen the 
strange spectacle of an acknowledged 
rebel, Tamasese, not only allowed to 
enter Apia with impunity, but actually 
appearing as the intimate friends of 
Her Britannic Majesty's representative, 
Consul Woodford. The paper also de- 


clares that this action of the British 


has confided the 


I, with One. 


mind of Tamasese that he can be as- 
sured of the powerful protection of 
Great Britain. The natives belonging 
to the King’s party are much incensed 
at the conduct of both consuls. 

United States Consul Mulligan re- 
fused to be a party to any dealings 
With the man who had insulted and de- 
fied the Samoan government as recog- 
nized by the three powers. There is 
the usual talk among the natives now 
of fighting at an early date. In the 
last few days Woodford has been guc- 
ceeded by British Consul Cusack- 
Smith, who has returned from Fiji. 
United States Consul-General Mulli- 

gan will leave here by the next steamer 

and his place win be filled by W. 
en who has held the post be- 
ore.

Efforts to Oust J. 8. Potter From the

A short time ago Henry Lux of San 
Jose, a brother of the deceased million- 
aire, filed an affidavit in the Superior 
Court containing serious allegations 
against the executor, and accompanied 
that document with a petition for the 
removal of Potter. The petitioners al- 
lege that Potter for more than five 
years past had been a habitual drunk- 
ard and was incapable of further man- 
aging the estate; that he had wasted 

sums in riotous and profligate 
living and squanders much money at 
the racetrack and upon immoral 
It was further stated that he 
had fraudulently converted the funds 
of the estate to his own use and that he 
was controlled by Henry Miller and was 
aiding the latter to prevent a settlement 
of the co-partnership of Miller & Lux. 


J. H. Campbell presented written 
charges against the administration: of 
Executor Potter. After the reading of 
the document ‘the attorneys for Potter 
held a consultation, at the conclusion of 
which they announced that they would 
be prepared to take up the hearing on 
Tuesday morning. Meantime they will 
prepare a demurrer to the petition and 
will be ready to make their arguments 
at the date mentioned. At the 
same time a day will be agreed upon 
for hearing of the evidence in the case.

American Cruisers.

or complaints from America. 

It is claimed that the British vessels

On the other hand, it is said 
that by reason of the advantages of su- 
periority on the seas, Great Britain is 
closely guarding our vessels and that 
every violation of law, however techni- 
cal, is promptly reported and summa- 
rily dealt with. bar 

Government agents will ascertain ev- 
ery fact possible concerning these al- 
legations and the State Department 
wil lay the charges before the British 
government. The violations thus far 
discovered -pertain to fishing within the 
prescribed sixty miles of the islands of 
Pribyloff, known as Seal Islands. It is 
alleged that nets and firearms have 
been used in violation of the treaty, 
and that no attention has been paid to 
the injunction which prohibits any kind 

fur-sealing at certain seasons.

Kighty-six Cases Reported to the 
Steamer Alameda.

How the Veterans Enjoyed Them- 
selves at Louisville — A Grent 
Procession and a Crowded City. 
The Celebrities — Canteens and 
Campfires, 


_ (CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Sept. 16.—Cali- 
fornia’s flag was missing from the 
grand parade of the twenty-ninth en- 
campment and the Department of Cal- 
ifornia and Nevada had a small delega- 
tion. Capt. George H. Pettis of Provi- 
dence, R. I., secretary and treasurer of 
the California Volunteer Veteran As- 
sociation, was the first to reach the city. 

The headquarters of the association 
immediately epened at No. 616 Fourth 
street, and all soldiers who served in 
California regiments during the war 
were requested to call at headquarters 
and register their names immediately 
upon their arrival in the city. One of 
the first ladies to arrive was Mrs. Mary 
E. Hartwell, delegate at large. During 
the war the house of her father, Robert 
M. Clay, at Nashville, Tenn., was a 
headquarters for many Union soldiers, 

Her husband, William H. Hartwell, 
served during the war as a member of 
the Fourth Ohio Cavalry. 

Ladies came from all the States, not 
only as members of the Woman’s Pelief 
Corps, Ladies of the G.A.R., Daughters 
of Veterans, War Nurses, etc., but they 
came with their fathers, ‘husbands and 
brothers. 

In several regiments there were young 
girls marching near the colors. The 
encampment has been probably the 
most successful ever held. Louisville 
Was never so lavishly decorated, and 
surpassed in this regard every other 
city where the G. A. R. has met. 

There were 165,000 visitors and 22,800 
tee soldiers marched in the great pa- 
rade. 

The membership of the Grand Arm 

is 357,639. Last year it was 371,555. The 
Naval Veterans had 1100 in line on their 
review, the day previous to the parade. 

All the theaters, concert halls, shows, 
shops, markets, etc., were open and in 
-hundreds of these “continuous per- 
formances” were inaugurated, the doors 
not closing till Saturday night or Sun- 
day morning. sidewalks were 
thronged with fakers and peddlers, 
whose voices made a continuous mur- 
mur in the characteristic key.

This organi- 
zation is unique, and has upward of a 
thousand members, all of whom lost 
their hearing in the war. The object of 
the order is to secure better pension 
Tatings for the deaf soldiers, sailors and 
marines. The “Silent Army“ was or- 


apolis in 1884. 

From the report of the Commissioner 
of Pensions there are on the pension 
rolls 5389 persons for deafness. Out of 
this number 1260 are totally deaf, 430 
severely deaf, and 2699 partially deaf. 

Another organization well represent- 
ed was the Union Veterans’ Union, or- 
ganized in Washington, D. C., in 1886, 
by M. A. Dillon, and the membership 


already numbers over 60,000,. almost 


every State in the Union having a com- 
mand. The Union Veterans’ Union is 
an. organization of veterans in fact: at 
least, that is what is claimed by its 
members. In order to be eligible _to 
membership, applicants must have 
served in the war at least six months, 
unless they have been discharged soon- 


er on account of wounds received in the 


service. The Woman's Relief Union is 
connected with the Union Veterans’ 
Union. This organization was formed 
in Cleveland, O., February 22, 1887, and 
has a membership of 1260. The pro- 
visional officers were chosen by Justice 
Command, U.V.U., No. 3, and installed 
by Col. C. H. Flick. Members of the 


order include wives, widows or daugh- 


ters of soldiers who served at least six 
months in the war, and part of the 
time at the front. 

One of the most pleasing incidents of 
the encampment was the presentation 
to Commander-in-Chief Lawler, by the 
aides-de-camp on his personal staff, of 
one of the finest diamond badges ever 
made in this country. It is of solid 
gold, of course, and imbedded in the 
metal are several large diamonds and 
other precious stones. All of the em- 
blems of the order are engraved on it; 
and on the reverse side is an inscrip- 
‘tion giving the date of presentation, 
etc. Among the many organizations 
“which are centered in the greater or- 
der the Grand Army of the Republic, 
but still maintaining a separate exist- 
‘ence, the National Association of Union 
‘Ex-Prisoners of War, is one of the most 
-interesting. In point of membership it 
is overshadowed by several of the other 
orders; but since its organization it 
has prospered financially and other- 
wise, and has faithfully carried out the 
purposes for which it was formed. The 
first meeting, which resulted in the 
forming of the association, was held on 
April 9, 1874, in Worcester, Mass. Only 
a small band of the veterans was pres- 
ent, but there were among them repre- 
sentatives from a number of States. 
Warren Lee Goss was chosen president 
of .the society. It has about three 
thousand members. With the New 
Hampshire delegation came the “Gran- 
ite State Mascot,“ an immense bald 
eagle, measuring seven feet from tip 
to tip. Col. Green was in command of 
the delegation from Concord, and there 


the Galt House. 

There were sixty-five colored veterans 
in line during the parade. There were 
over two hundred bands of music and 
their discourses were delightful. Mr. 
Lincoln called for Dixie“ at Gettys- 
burg; he said it was a part of the ef- 
fects of the Confederacy upon which 
the Union administered and made a 
part of the property of the whole people, 
North and South. And so it seemed in 
Louisville when scores of Northern 
bands alternated “Dixie” and March- 
ing Through Georgia,” and what was 
more and better, the old rebels seemed 
to enjoy the latter with as keen a zest 
as the Yankees did the inspiriting 
Southern war- song.

The propositions set forth at the 
Irish convention now in. session at 
Chicago, by J. F. Finerty, O' Donovan 
Rossa, and other spokesmen for the 
Irish cause, proposing the formation of 
independent military organizations, 
cannot be countensinced ‘by the au- 
thorities, State or national. h or- 
ganizations cannot be permitted - upon 
any pretext, however plausible. Aside 
from the fact that they would consti- 
tute a violation of the very principle 
for which we contended successfully 
in the case of the Alabama, the for- 
mation of independent military com- 
panies would be contrary to the spirit 
if not to the letter of our Constitu- 
tion and statutes. The presence of 
armed forces of the kind proposed 
would be a menace to domestic peace. 
They would be liable to be drawn into 
controversies other than those relating 
to Irish nationalism. In brief, such an 
army would directly invite domestic 
discord as well as international com- 
plications. The whole scheme seems 
too ridiculous for serious discussion. 
Let those who have put it forward ap- 
pear to have acted in all seriousness, 
and with the idea that it is possible of 
practical realization. The fact that 
they have done so shows the lament- 
able extent to which their enthusiasm 
has subordinated their judgment. 

To organize, discipline, equip and 
control military forces is the province 
of government exclusively. It is not 
a right possessed by any individual or 
association of individuals. No mili- 
tary companies not directly under the 
command of State or national au- 
thorities can be permitted to organize. 
The government, if it should permit 
the formation of independent military 
organizations, would thereby; abrogate 
a vitally important part of its sover- 
eign power. Every principle of our 
government forbids the exercise or as- 
sumption of the prerogative of force 
save by government, in its sovereign 
capacity, through accredited represen- 
tatives. A military organization is a 
symbol of physical force. Dissociated 
from the idea of force it would be a 
meaningless and impotent entity. It 
is, therefore, as plain as anything can 
be, that the organization of military 
companies other than those organized 
under the direct sanction of State or 
national authorities will never be per- 
mitted in the United ‘States. This 
fact should be thoroughly ‘understood 
at the outset. 

The Times not wish be mis- 
understood, in this connection, as dis- 
paraging the cause of Irish independ- 
ence. That cause has many claims to

TALL BUILDINGS. _ 

It will probably be quite a number 
of years before Los Angeles is called 
upon to decide upon restricting the 
height of tall blocks, Still, the matter 


is of interest to local property-owners. | 


Quite a lively discussion is now going 
on in San Francisco on the su t. 
The Fire Department Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors has recommended | 
that the board pass a new fire ordi- 
nance.

THOUSANDS OF BUGS. 

Horticultural Commissioner Havens 
having reported that the rhizobius was 
to bé found in great numbers on the 


Coombs place, opposite the home of L. 


C. Waite, where they had been placed 
@ year ago, à reporter went to the 
orchard and made an examination, Not 
only were the rhizobi found by the 
thousa.:ds, but they were found on every 
tree in the orchard, and working away 
like little beavers, So industrious has 
been their work that but little of the 
black scale remained in what was a 
badly-infested, orchard. They were 
found in greater numbers on the orange 
trees than in the olive trees, surround- 
ing the block. A new discovery was 
made, and that was that the beetles 
were coming from the ground, and just 
at the base of the trees there were 
thousands of them, but all those mov- 
ing were going up the trees. Whether 
they had been driven into the ground 
by the heat of the day or made their 
home just under the soil is a question, 
the one thing of the trees being covered 
with the larvae, tending to show that 
the beetles had been driven to the scil 
by the excessive heat of the day. It is 
demonstrated beyond question that 
they have multiplied almost without 
number, and that they are doing good 
work in destroying the black scale. 

Mr. Havens is very much gratified 
over the find; as he has not only been a 
strong advocate for giving the beetles 
a. chance, but over the fact that there 
is a good promise of the destruction of 
the scale by these little parasites. The 
beetles could hardly be thicker in the 
Cooper orchards at Santa Barbara.

MADE A MISTAKE. ‘ 
A Book Thief Regrets That He 
Waived a Jury. 

Gerne M. Reynolds is by no means 
a dunderplate, but he thinks he made a 
mistake yesterday when he waived a 
jury trial for petty larceny. Reynolds 


jis the man who was arrested a few 


weeks ago while trying to sell a book 
which had heen stolen from the Public 
Library. Reynolds was charged with 
the theft, ‘but he pleaded not guilty. 
He demanded a jury trial at the time, 
which was set. for yesterday, and a 
panel of twenty-four talesmen had been 
summoned and were resent yesterday 
morning when Justice Morrison opened 
court. As there were other important 
cases which had precedence, the court 


excused and the case postponed for sev- 
eral. days. But the defendant was 
anxious to go on with the trial, as he 
was tired of lying in jail. He offered to 
waive a jury trial if the court would 
give him a hearing before the close of 
the day. This was agreed to, and at 4 
o’clock the case was taken up. 
The defendant had no lawyer and was 
found guilty in short order, but asked 
for the privilege of saying something 
in his own defense. He then made a 
speech which showed that he was a 
pretty good lawyer himself. He argued 
that it was not proved that he stole the 
book. The evidence merely showed. 
that he had. possession of it. He 
claimed he came by it honestly, hav- 
ing purchased it of a man who was 
broke, for 40 cents, just to help the other 
fellow along. It was all the money he 
himself had, but he knew he could take 
the book to a second-hand store and 
sell it at a profit. That is what he did. 
He had just sold it for 75 cents when 
he was arrested. 
Reynolds then deplored the fact that 
he had waived a jury trial and said he 
was tricked into it. If he had had any 
idea that the court would convict him 
on such scant evidence, he never would 
have consented to a trial without a 
jury, for he knew no jury would eave 
found him guilty. 
After the defendant had given vent 
to his feel he was taken back to his 
ll be passed upon him 


today. 

The book which Reynolds was found 
guilty of stealing had been mutilated, 
which ise “elony offense. But no effort 
will be mad@ to progecu ynokis for 
this, as it ved that the muti- 
lation was Ge before be- 
ing removed m t library. The 
thief apparently did spoil the book 
out of malice, but merely to remove the 
library marks and thus conceal its 


identity.

The Lowest Humidity on Record in 
Los Angeles. 

Weather Observer Franklin was 
asked by a Times reporter yesterday if 
there were any unusual phenomena at- 
tending the past few days of hot 
weather about here. 

In reply he stated that the hot weather 


started on September 21 when an ex- 


amination of the weather charts 
showed an area of very high barometric 
pressure to the north and east of South- 
ern California, while in the latter there 
prevailed an area of low ‘pressure 
which caused a draft of hot, desiccat- 
ing desert wind. These conditions pre- 
vailed for several days, culminating at 
the hottest Wednesday. ‘ 

A peculiar feature of the data taken 
from the observations was the remark- 
able dryness of the air during that 
pertod. The humidity was the lowest 
shown in the official records for Los 
Angeles. 

ranged (by relative measurement) 
from 9 per cent. to 27 per cent., the 
reading last Sunday at noon being 9 
per cent. The lowest previous record 
was in June, 1890, when the lowest read - 
ing was 12 per cent. 

The rates per cent. above given, it 
will be understood, represent in each 
instance the proportion of the whole 
amount of moisture necessary to satur- 
ate the amosphere at that particular 
time. For instance, the record of 9 per 
cent. last Sunday shows that at that 


time or, in other words, with the tem- 


perature existing at that time there 
was suspended in the atmosphere nine- 
hundredths of all moisture the atmos- 
phere was then capable of containing. 


of water which the air was capable of 
holding in suspension would have been 
greater, and at a lower temperature 
less. The same. quantity of moisture 
in the atmosphere at a higher tempera- 
ture would produce a reading of 
humidity, and at a lower temperature 
A higher reading. 

The highest average daily tempera- 
ture was 97 deg..Fahr. For September 
21, 23, 24 and the average daily tem- 
peratures for the 2 places were: 
Los Angeles, 91 deg.; San Diego, 80 deg.; 
82 85 deg. „and San Luis Obispo,

FOREIGN SHIPPING. 


1 Vessels at Los Angeles Ports |. 


Stendily Increasing. 
A Times reporter called yesterday on 


C. White Mortimer, British Vice-Consul | 


at Los Angeles, to ask him if the recent’ 
promotion of San Francisco to avcon- 
sulate-general would affect the status 
of the Los Angeles vice-consulate. He 
replied: No, not immediately, at 
least. Portland has been detached 


from San Francisco jurisdiction, but 


Los Angeles remains as it was. 

He explained that the importance of 
a consular point depended largely on its 
shipping interests. “Now, you see,“ he 


went on to say, we are not doing at 


Los Angeles a very large shipping busi- |. 


ness, but even if it is not much as yet, 
it is steadily increasing each year.” 
Turning to some statistics he said: 
“Write down what I tell you. In 1892 
there were three British vessels arrived 
at this port; in 1893 there were seven; in 
1894; there were nine. You see by that 


we are steadily increasing. This pres- 
ent. year we will do even better than 


that. To show you, up to the present 
date there have arrived during ,this. 
year seven British vessels, and there 


are five others on the way. That makes 


twelve, so that this year’s arrivals will. 
probably reach sixteen; perhaps more. 
From three in 1892 to sixteen, perhaps, 
in 1895, is not ‘a bad showing. 

“There is one thing,“ added Mr. Mor- 
timer, that is going to do great good 
to Los Angeles; it is the Nicaragua 
Canal. There will be plenty of shipping 
trade here when that canal is opened. 
Trade will then come to this port from 
all nations, and all parts of the world. 
In fact, I have a firm belief that when 
that canal is completed, and with a 
good harbor to receive vessels, that the 

shipping trade of Los Angeles will ex- 
ceed that of San Francisco. Why 
shouldn't it?” he asked. All the tes 
tal and Australian trade destined for 
the East would come here, the overland 
route from here to the East being the 
shortest, and another thing, goods 80 
shipped would avoid the possibility of 
winter blockades. 55 

“It is all right,“ he concluded. We 
will get both the canal and the harbor 
in good time, and the sooner we get. 
them the better. When we do, Los An- 
geles will have plenty of foreign ship- 
ping within its port, and when that day. 
arrives, it is quite probable,” he good- 
naturedly added, “Los Angeles will be
